Delegates from all sections of British 
Columbia gathered at the parliament 
buildings this morning to attend the 
opening session of the seventh annual 
convention of the Central Farmers* In¬ 
stitute. It was called to-order shortly 
after 11 o’clock; the following represen¬ 
tatives being present: J. N. Evans, M. 
P. P., Cowlchan; J. T. Collins, Islands;

J. A. Anderson, deputy minister of 
agriculture, was unanimously elected to 
the chair. la Ms introductory remark* 
he requested ail delegates to co-opera to 
in the effort to deal with business in am 
expeditious manner. lie thought it a 
good plan to confine the mover of a reso¬ 
lution in his address to ten minntes, and 
those following to half that time. This 
suggestion was adopted by those pres¬ 
ent. 

Credentials having been presented, it 
was moved aud seconded that Mr. Cob 
tins, of the Islands, be appointed secre¬ 
tary. This carried. 

Sir Henry Joly, the Lieutenant-Gover¬ 
nor, and Hon. R. G. Tatlow, minister of 
agriculture, were then introduced. Sir 
Henri expressed pleasure at being pres¬ 
ent. He thought the agricultural inter¬ 
ests of British Columbia were improving. 
Of all industries it was the one that re¬ 
quired most development. The mineral, 
fishery and timber resources Of the prov¬ 
ince were unlimited. There waa every¬ 
thing at hand for the miner, fisherman 
and lumberman. But the farmer had t«* 
work hard in order to cultivate the soil. 
It was particularly difficult in this coun¬ 
try to clear wild land. He mentioned 
the expense entailed in the latter opera¬ 
tion, but encouraged those preseut to de¬ 
vote more attention to fruit growing. If 
the British Columbia farmers did justF* 
to their fruit by packing and preparing it 
properly for market, the Industry would 
soon assume proportions sufficient to 
satisfy all interested. He wished the 
delegates, and through them the farmers 
of British Columbia, a prosperous year. 
(Applause.) 

Hon. Mr. Tatlow announced that the 
past year had been one of signal prog- 
ress throughout British Columbia along 
agricultural lines. The government had 
done considerable towards advertising 
the possibilities of this province from an 
agricultural standpoint. Exhibits had 
been sent to the Dominion exhibition at 
Winnipeg and to the Old Country. The 
quality of the fruit had attracted almost 
universal attention. As was generally 
known. It had been awarded the gold 
medal in England. The industry, he said, 
was steadily increasing in importance, 
and had made ttfllljr remarkable ad¬ 
vances during the past three years. In 
that period over 0,000 acres had been put 
down iu fruit, waking a tot*! iw^oj 
13,500 acres in fruit trees throughout th* 
province. 

When the industry had rent-bed such A 
point it could easily be understood that 
it was the duty of the government to give 
those interested proper protection. With 
this end in view a somewhat drastic hor¬ 
ticulture bill had been introduced. This 
bad been found unsatisfactory by the 
nurserymen, who stated that it was ex¬ 
tremely difficult to -work under it To

Moreover, the notices were neatly 
printed, a tiling unknown in the days of 
the late Interior Minister Von Plehwe, 
when similar notices were always run 
off on copying machines. The_secret 
police then were too close on the heels 
of the Terrorists to permit the use of a 
printing press. 

Tl»e Grand Duchess Marie Pavlovna, 
rife of the Grand Duke Vladimir, 
father of the Grand Duke Cyril and 
Borispy. whose husband Is high on the 
list of those condemned to death, is fry¬ 
ing to shield his life with her own.

KUROKI S SUCCESS 


ON THE .LEFT FLANK. 


St. Petersburg, Feb. 28.—1.15 p. m.— 
The fragmentary official and press re¬ 
ports of the fresh reverse sustained by 
Gen. Kouropatkin are inadequate to 
draw a conclusion of the magnitude of 
Gan. Knroki’a success against the Rus¬ 
sian leff, but the public, as usual, is 
ready to believe the worst, and the city 
is already full of reports that disaster 
has nga’m overtaken the Russian arms, 
according to which Mukden has been out¬ 
flanked and is untenable, and Kouropat¬ 
kin is withdrawing from his strong posi¬ 
tion ou the Shakhe river. 

That such reports are exaggerated is 
beyond question, but although reticent 
and seeming to minimize tbe operations 
of the last few days, the officials of the 
war office are plainly discouraged at the 
fashion in which Kuroki is able fo drive 
in and turn the Russian extreme left, 
his advance columns actually crossing 
the Shaklie river. 

It is admitted that the fighting was 
desperate at several passe* on Sunday 
and Monday while the front was being 
involved, the purpose of Field Marshal 
Oyama evidently being to keep the 
centre and right engaged, and prevent 
Kouropatkin from sending reinforce¬ 
ments to head off Kuroki. 

Should Kuroki cross the Hun river 
the high road to Tie pass, forty mile* 
north of Mukden, would be open and 
Kouropatkin’s retreat threatened. 

Further news is awaited with great 
anxiety. Anything like an aggressive 
| Japanese victory now would probably 
end the war.

JAPANESE DIET CLOSED. 


Lively Debate Over Question of Con¬ 
tracts For Barracks. 


(Associated Tress.) 

Tokio. Feb. 28.—The Imperial Diet 
closed its session to-dny with brief cere¬ 
monies. Count Katsura. the premier, 
read the Emperor’* address, thanking 
the members for their labor* and sup¬ 
port, and formally concluiling the *e«- 
sion. 

The Diet ha* adopted tbe report and 
settled the account of the committee ap¬ 
pointed to investigate tlie qmwtions aris¬ 
ing over the contracts for the construc¬ 
tion of barracks at Hokkaido, pronounc¬ 
ing the expenditure there as Illegal and 
unwarrantable. The ruling of the chair 
which prevented a vote on the question 
of addressing the Emperor on the sub¬ 
ject produced a turbulent scene during 
the closing hour of the discussion. the 
Diet being angered because Secretary of 
War Teraoutchi said that lie was an¬ 
swerable to the aovereign and not to the 
Diet. 

The Diet committee summoned M. 
Teraoutchi before the Diet and briefly 
questioned him on the subject of the con¬ 
tracts which were let before his entrance 
into the ministry. The opponents of the 
government ndmitted that M. Teraoutchi 
is blameless in the matter. It is expect¬ 
ed that Chief Quartermaster Tomntsu, 
who resigned after assuming tlie respon¬ 
sibility of the contracts under discussion, 
will be restored to his position. 


FIGHTING ALONG FRONT 

OF TWENTY MILES. 


Russian Headquarters, Huan, Man¬ 
churia, Feb. 28.—The Japanese attack 
wa* renewed at dawn yesterday along 
the whole eastern front, and Da Pass 
wa* taken after fighting of the most 
stubborn character An engagement was 
in progress off the front extending al¬ 
most twenty mile* from the extreme left 
eastward of Kandolesan, where the 
Japanese opened a heavy artillery, to 
the district of Laolinan, where they ad¬ 
vanced in great force, meeting With stub¬ 
born resistance. 

The capture of Da Pass open® the road 
to Fushun, east of Mukden, and Hen 
Pass, bnt the Rns*i«n* are gathering a 
strong force to meet the'threatened at¬ 
tack on their line of communications. 

The Japanese array now holds a lino 
from Syaobeh, opposite Dzhantan, 
through Shahkopao, along the Shathe 
river to Vanupudzi, and thence to Da 
Pass and Toumadsi southeastward. 

The Japanese have effected a crossing 
of the Shakhe at Tanupudzi, and at¬ 
tacked the Russian centre under cover 
of darkness, driving back the Russian 
advance post®; bnt support came npand 
stopped the Japanese advance. 

An officer in command of the latter 
heard the Russians cry ont that their 
cartridges wore exhausted, and they 
thereupon advanced incantbmsly and re¬ 
ceived a volley at point-blank range 
losing Heavily.

8ome tV*r* Found to Be Objectionable and 
Struck Out. 


At last night*!# meeting of tbe council 
A!d. FHl Intimated Hot the papers were 
alow In not getting hofrf Of the list pro¬ 
posed amiudraenti to the Municipal clauses 
Act until Thursday night, although the re¬ 
port of the committee was read at the 
meeting of the council on Monday with the 
list attached. Aid. Fell was quite right 
when he said the papers did not gvt the 
report until' Thursday, hut he might have 
added that had his will prevailed they 
wouldn’t have seen the report at all. The 
Time® secured the list In consequence of 
what developed at the meeting on Wednes¬ 
day night, when It waa discovered that tbe 
.report that was read ’at the council meet¬ 
ing merely mentioned two amendments. 
The papers were in the dark, certainly, but 
their Ignorance wa* shared hy,pretty nearly 
all the council, a body who sorely ought to 
know what they had endorsed. It Is also 
worth noting that some of these amend¬ 
ments were placed In the hands of the munl- 
ictpal committee of the legislature yesterday 
[morning—before they hod been duly con¬ 
sidered by the council. Last night when 
jthoy did come np a number were found ob¬ 
jectionable and were struck out. These In¬ 
cluded the clauses dealing with the com¬ 
pulsory referendum and tbe bote' licenses. 
The clause providing for the taxing of each 
department In a departmental store was 
amended.’ reducing the tax from ten dollars 
for six months to live dollars. Several other 
changes were made: The amendments will 
be urged upon tbe municipal committee of 
the legislature to-morrow. 


British Columbia farmers, 
was now considered a hardship would 
then operate in their interest. 

Regarding the dairy industry. Hon. 
Mr. Tatlow was pleased to report that 
similar progress had been made during 
the year. There were 14 creameries in 
the province, nnd more were projected. 
In 12 months no less thAn 1.210,000 
pounds of butter had been manufactured 
hy the local establishments. But this 
didn't by any means supply the full de¬ 
mand. During tlie same period about 
$1,190,000 worth of butter liad been im¬ 
ported. This would give some idea of 
the possibilities of expansion in the 
manufacture of butter in British Colum¬ 
bia. 

This was not the only industry in. 
which the amount of local product could 
easily ue Increased. When looking into 
the question he had ascertained that the 
total agricultural products marketed In 
this prorince reached the immense sum 
of $10,000,000 during the year 1904. Of 
course all of this had not been used in 
the province. Some had been exported 
to the Yukon and some to the Orient. 
But It gave some conception of the pos¬ 
sibility of expansion in agricultural In¬ 
dustrie*. 

A bill deollng with noxious weeds wa® 
being considered by the government. It 
had been thought rather drastic in it* 
character, and. on request of the agri¬ 
cultural committee, had been allowed to 
stand over. A similar h”l was now be¬ 
fore the Dominion government, and if.

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CRUSHED TO DEATH. 


SOAP 


Floor of Church iu Brooklyn Collapsed- 
Tblrtceu People Dead. 


Condensed Advertisements 


New York, Feb. 27.—Thirteen persons 
were- killed and upward* of fifty other* 'u- 
Jured, aouie fatally, by the collapse of the 
flooring of the Fleet street African Metho¬ 
dist Episcopal Zion church at Brooklyn to¬ 
night. Of those killed teu were women, 
two men nud one child. The building is in 
the heart of the colored section of the city, 
In Fleet street, near Michael avenue. Ar¬ 
rangements had been made to-ulght to ho'd 
the funeral services of Sydney Taluter, one 
of the older members of the church, and 
the auditorium, which Is on the second 
d«»»r of the building, was crowded with an 
audience of upwards of 900 persons. The 
congregation was waiting in silence for the 
arrival of the l>ody when the half of the 
auditorium collapsed, carrying down more 
thau 100 persons, who were crushed-In the 
wreckage of the doorlng. 

A great volume of dust for a few minutes 
hid the view* of the victims. The remainder 
of the audieucc finding themselves cut off 
from the doors and expecting every instant 
that the rest of the door would collapse 
under them, fought madly to reach the 
windows, and In some Instances persons 
leaped from them, and sustained serious In¬ 
juries. 

On the arrival of the police and flre'meii 
the work of rescue began. Those remaining 
uninjured on the portion of the door re¬ 
maining Intaet were tuken from the win¬ 
dows by means of ladders. Those lying !r. 
the mass of wreckage on the door could 
only l>e got after the dreihen had hewed 
their way to them with axes. Out of the 
wreck ten bodies Were recovered and taken 
to a station house and about thirty removed 
to the Brooklyn hospital.,where three wo¬ 
men died soon after being admitted. 

The cause nf the collapse was the decayed 
condition of the beams and supports of the 
flooring.

“We evacuated Beresneff Hill after a 
severe bayonet fignt. the enemy having 
a considerably superior force. The at¬ 
tach on Tzinti pass was repulsed. At 
Beresneff Hill the Japanese ndvanced 
over the bodies of their own dead in the 
face of exploding surface mines and 
through barbed wire entanglements.

railway scheme. 
The Conservative representatives in the 
Hoium urged the acceptance of a con¬ 
tract which would have shut British 
Columbia out entirely. Now an effort is 
being made—an effort which naturally is 
meeting with no success whatever—to 
create an agitation over the alleged- dis¬ 
crimination against the interests of this 
province. As a matter of fact there is 
not a word in any part of the contract 
with the Grand Trunk Pacific Company 
binding it to commence construction in 
any province or in any portion of any 
province. That iR a matter that is left 
entirely to the business discernment or 
acumen of the officials of the company. 
The natural assumption is, of course, 
that constructional operations will begin 
at the points from which they ran be 
prosecuted with the greatest economic 
advantage. There is little doubt that 
the line will be completed and in opera¬ 
tion on the prairies H considerable time 
before the government will be able to 
finish its end in the East. The 
mountain section, the most difficult and 
the most costly portion of the undertak¬ 
ing. the section which will be most cost¬ 
ly to the people of Canada as a whole 
notwithstanding the assertion that Brit¬ 
ish Columbia has been discriminated 
against, will probably require the long¬ 
est time to complete. The task of plac¬ 
ing rails across the plains of the prairies 
will be comparatively simple and inex¬ 
pensive. Besides, the reward will be 
there for the company the day its cars 
are ready to receive goods. There is 
every incentive to rush the work. No 
time will be lost in completing surveys 
and picking out the easy gradients. In 
many respects our friends on the other 
side of the mountains will have advan- ! 
tages over us. But it is nominated in ' 
the bond that the railway shall be com¬ 
pleted within a certain- time. Mr. Hays 
has stated over his own signature that 
as soon as surveys are completed work 
will be commenced on the Pacific end, 
and that it will be pushed to completion 
with all possible celerity. We do not 
believe there is an intelligent, unbiassed 
man in British Columbia who does not 
believe that when Mr. Hays made that 
statement he meant what he said. Nor 
would any one dare to suggest thnt a 
gentleman In Mr. Hays’s position could 
afford to break his pledge, even admit¬ 
ting the preposterous proposition that he 
was inclined to do so. 

In response to an intimation from the 
agents of the McBride government that 
this province was willing to bestow a 
subsidy on the undertaking, Mr. Morse 
’ is in Victoria interviewing members of 
the Legislature upon the subject, and 
has expressed surprise that the senti¬ 
ment of the Assembly seems to be op¬ 
posed to the desires of the administra¬ 
tion. Iu view of the declaration of Mr. 
Hays it would be interesting to have a 
specific declaration front the General 
Manager of the Grand Trunk Pacific aa 
/ to what his company is prepared to do, 
outside of and apart from die contract 
' with the Dominion government, that 
would make It worth the while of the 
i people of British Columbia to grant the 
company a subsidy of millions of acres 
of laud.

the run for a given year depends primarily 
upou the result of propagation in the fourth 
preceding year, I fouud my belief that the 
run lu 1905 will be large. If the run Lu 1900 
Is not large It will not be due to a failure 
to seed the grounds lu 1001, but to some 
unknown and adverse conditions existing 
upou their feeding grounds lu the aea, or 
disprove the four-year theory. No fisher¬ 
man or canuer believes that the run next 
year will not be a big one. Now, If a law* 
should be euaeted prohibiting the catching 
of sockeye In the Fraser district for three 
years following 1005, the canuer* would 
undoubtedly make exceptional efforts to in¬ 
crease their pack lu that year. Aa they 
have materially Increased their caunlug 
capacity they would be enabled to take all 
the fish offered them by the tlshcrmeu, 
which they did not do lu 1901. Knowing 
that the river was to be closed to flsMug 
they would not only take more fish than In 
1901, but would pay a higher price for fish, 
being assured of u brisk market for the 
three closed years at largely advanced price* 
over those of 1901, aud would not be com¬ 
pelled to cut prices as was done In that 
year. Tho fishermen and the cnmiers would 
strive to make more money out of the run 
of 1905 If they know the river la to be 
closed for the three following years than 
they otherwise would. I' therefore con¬ 
clude that all the money they can make out i 
of the sockeye fishing for the next four 
years will be made from the pack of 1900. 

*‘I snbmtt then that the 
rioalug of the Fraser River District 
to>aockeye fishing In UKXl, 1907 and 1906 is 
necessary, because (1) the run of sockeye 
salmon to the Fraser depeuds primarily up¬ 
on the number of fish propaguted lu that 
river’s watershed; (2) thut the run of a 
given year depends upon the number of fish 
propagated there In the fourth preceding 
year; (3) that there were not sufficient flab 
propagated there In the years 1002 . 10u8 
aud 1904 to produce profitable runs lu 1900, 
1907 and 1906; (4> only by the means sug¬ 
gested can the extermination of the sockeye 
be prevented; (3> If It is not done not only 
is there grave danger of the flsh being ex¬ 
terminated. but It Is almost certain that 
the canning Industry will be destroyed; and 
(8) It will postpone indefinitely their res¬ 
toration to the river In profitable uumbers. 

“The restoration of the aalmou to the 
Sacrameuto river was accomplished by re¬ 
stricting the rtshlug and the establishment 
of hatcheries. Restrictive measures are os 
necessary ns the establishment of hatch¬ 
eries. for without the former the latter can¬ 
not be operated, yet It Is constantly assert¬ 
ed that the depletion of the run In the 
Fraser river Is due to the failure to estab¬ 
lish large hatcheries. No hatchery system, 
no matter how extensive, can save the sal¬ 
mon from extermination if sufficient flsh 
do uot reach the «|w suing grounds each 
year from which to obtain eggs. Last year 
tl*e hatcheries in existence ou the Fraser 
did uot obtain mure than 2.‘> per eeut. of 
the eggs they had capacity to naudle. and 
this year they obtained less than 12 per 
cent. 

“The remedy for the trouble on the Fraser 
must be applied at the place where the In¬ 
jury ha's been done and Is now being done— 
on the fishing gronml*. and that remedy is 
to prohibit fishing for salmon daring the 
year* 1906. 1907 and 1908.”

«ter be prohibited, and our other present 
regulation* enforced, au abundance of sock- 
eye to wed the spawning grounds will be 
Insured In ‘the big year*.' I do uot, how¬ 
ever, believe that such provisions would 
produce thnt result lu the three following 
years of the poor runs. 

“Front my familiarity with the present 
conditions’existing <»u the fishing ground* 
aud my observation* of theiburrcu spawn¬ 
ing grounds of the Fraser, I conclude thnt 
the sockeye which run to that river lu the 
•xtcrmiuutlon, 


Tbe ouuuul report of the fisheries eorn- J 
missionin', J. P. Babcock, wus brought down 
to the House yesterday afternoon. The 
following extracts are taken from the re¬ 
port: 

“It Us common knowledge to all those who 
are lu anywise interested lu the salmon 
fisheries of the Fraser river that the catch 
of sockeye, on both sides of the interna¬ 
tional line, was this year the smallest lu 
many years: though It may not be general¬ 
ly recognized that it was the smallest in 
the past twenty years, and probably the 
smallest lu the history of the industry. 

“Kuowiug that there was so great a de¬ 
crease in the number of flsh found ou the 
fishing grounds this year, it Is not surpris¬ 
ing that the number of breeding sockeye 
found upon the spawning grounds was very 
small. Many extensive aud heretofore thick¬ 
ly covered section* was absolutely barren of 
aockcyc. and. In those sections where quy 
were fouud there were even less than were 
observed in any former year, lu the Ques- 
nel lake district—both this year.and last— 
no breeding sockeye were observed, lit both 
the Shuswap-Adams lake and the Seton- 
Audersou lake eectlous .only a few hundred 
fish were found. -In each of the last two 
years more were fouud lu the Harrlson- 
Llltooet lake district than lu any other; 
but even In that district a noticeable de¬ 
crease was observed this year over last. 

“The decrease lu the catch: aud the ab¬ 
sence of fish upon the spawulug grounds cf 
the Fraser river this year and last. Is entire¬ 
ly attributable to excessive fishing, past and 
present. 1 can find no other reasou for 
this condition. To continue fishing for e.ri- 
mon under the laws at present existing will 
surely 

Catlse Their Extermination 
In the Fraser river and its tributaries. 1 
do uot believe that any intelligent r<r*oa 
ou either side of the International line who 
is Interested In the sulmou Industry does 
Jioi recognize this statement to be true, and 
does not In consequence recognize the im¬ 
mediate necessity of restricting the fishing 
iu both our own and American waters. At 
present the sockeye have no protection 
whatever in American waters; and the pro¬ 
tection afforded them In our own waters, 
though deemed adequate at the time of its 
enactment. Is seriously Inadequate now. 

“Adequate protection—that 1* protection 
that will give the salmon a free and opeu 
passage from the ocean to the river for 
*ouie period of the time they are running— 
will never be secured until the parties ou 
both sides of the line agree to enforce the 
same regulations. It Is therefore a matter 
of urgent importance that tbe Canadian and 
American authorities recognize this to be 
true, aud take tueusures to atop the exces¬ 
sive Oshiftg. aud thus insure an abundance 
of fish reaching the breeding grounds each 
year. The statement that our owu regula¬ 
tions are lnsulllcient, aud do not accom¬ 
plish the object of their enactment—though 
true lu the main—l* no possible excuse for 
•the failure of the state of Washington to 
enact laws for the protection of the fish, 
for a part of each season, lu her waters. 
Had the state of Washington for the past 
tea years given the aockeye 

Tbe Hume Protection 

a* to closed seasons as has been afforded 
them In our own waters, It Is reasonable to 
presume that the Fraser river spawning 
beds wuuhl not be lu the condition they are 
to-day. However, recognizing as wo all do 
now that ihe sockeye will be exterminated, 
unless they be given u free-way for a time 
each season to the headwaters of the 
Eraser, any accusation as to who It re¬ 
sponsible for the damage already wrought 
1* useless. Manifestly, as hut been already 
said, the proper thing to do now tx for 
those interested to concur In the enforce¬ 
ment of efficient laws for their protection 
■which will be mutually bln.Ling on all con¬ 
cerned, to the end that they shall perpetu¬ 
ate their speclet In their wonted abundance. 

“Measures which might have been ade¬ 
quate before the run had become so dimin¬ 
ished will not answer now. In a previous 
report 1 advocated that the state of Wash¬ 
ington should establish In her waters a 
closed season for ( 36 hours each week, ns 
has been enforced lu our waters -or many 
years, and 1 am still of the opinion that If 
that shall be done In the years of the big 
run. and any fishing whatever prohibited 
from August 25th to September 15th In her 
waters; end that all fishing In the Fraser 
above the railway bridge at New Weatmln-

If sockeye 
fishing in the Fraser district. 4»u both x.dcs 
of the line, be prohibited In the years above 
specified, the flxh which do come lu from 
the sea will reach the spawning grounds; 
when by natural propagation, sided by the 
hatcheries now lu existence (which com¬ 
bined have a capacity of 90.000.000 eggs), 
the river will be thoroughly seeded, even 
though the run should be materially lc«s 
than that of the past season. If for a 
period of four years the sockeye be given 
free access to the spawning grounds of the 
river, the fishery will be restored to a con¬ 
dition of profitable proportions. It Is equal¬ 
ly certain that If the river be not thus seed¬ 
ed the run of fish will continue to decrease. 
The fishermen and canuer# should recog¬ 
nize these fact* now. for sooner or later 
they must face the fact that the only way 
the flsh can be restored to the Fraser from 
flsh bred there Is to temporarily forego 
catching them. It naturally follows, then, 
thnt the greater the decrease in the ran the 
longer It will take to restore It to Its for¬ 
mer condition. If the fishermen and can* 
ners, by their Intervention, shall preveut 
the enactment of law* which shall pro¬ 
hibit fishing for salmon In the Fraser di»- 
trlct for the next three years, aud yet con¬ 
sent to more restrictive measures than 
those af present In force, they will, never¬ 
theless. face certain loss In 1906, 1907 and 
1908, and will postpone the restoration of 
the runs to profitable proportions, and the 
time when salmon fishing and canning shall 
ngnln become a lucrative business. 

“There Is one other consideration In this 
connection that should appeal to those en¬ 
gaged In this Industry. I have shown In my

The President, In moving the adoption of the report, stated: If is most 
gratifying for me to again come before you in onnnal mining assembled to move 
the ndoption of such a statement as the one now before us.

Placer Mining.-Manitoba ami the N. W. 
T., excepting the Yukon Territory —Placer 
mining claim* generally are 100 feet square; 
entry fee. $5, renewable yearly. On the 
North Saskatchewan River claims are 
either bar or bench, the former la-ing 100 
feet long and extending between high and 
low water mark. The latter Includes bar 
diggings, but extends back to the base of 
the hill or bank, but not exceeding 1.000 
feet. Where steam power Is used, claim* 
200 feet wide UMiy be obtained. 

Dredging In the river* of Manitoba and 
the N. W. T., excepting the Yukon Terri¬ 
tory.—A free miner may obtain only two 
leases of five miles each for a term of 
twenty years, renewable In the discretion 
of the Minister of the interior.

to 2.000 feet. All other placer claims shall 
be 250 feet square. 

Claim* are marked by two legal ptwts, 
t>ne at each end, bearing notices. Entry 
must be obtained within ten days. If the 
claim is wltbiu ten miles of Mining Re¬ 
corder’s office. One extra day allowed for 
each additional ten mile* or fraction. 

The person or company staking a claim 
must hold a free miner’s certificate. 

The discoverer of a new mine Is entitled 
to a claim of 1,000 feet In length, and If the 
party consists of two. 1.500 feet altogether, 
on the output of which no royalty shall be 
charged, the rest of the party ordinary 
claims only. 

Entry fee, $10. Royalty at the rate of 
two and one-half per cent, on the value of 
the gold shipped from the Yukon Territory 
to be paid to the Comptroller. 

No free miner «hall receive a grant ol 
more than one mining claim on each separ¬ 
ate river, creek or gu'.ch. but the same 
miner may hold any number of claims by 
purchase, aud free miners may work their 
claim* in partnership by filing notice and 
paying fe«e of $2. A claim may be aban¬ 
doned, nnd another obtained on the same 
creek, gulch or river, by giving notice and 
paying a fee. 

Work must be done on a claim each yeaT 
to the value of at least $ 200 . 

A certificate that work has been done 
muse be obtained each year; If not, the 
claim shall be dfectned to l>e abandoned, and 
open to occupation and entry by a free 
miner. 

The boundarle* of a claim may be defined 
absolutely by having a survey made and 
publishing notices In the Yukon Official 
Onset to. 

Petroleum.—All unappropriated Dominion 
lands In Manitoba, the Northwest Terri¬ 
tories and withiu the Yukon Territory, are 
open to prospecting for petroleum, nnd the 
Minister may reserve for an Individual or 
company having machinery on the land to 
be prospected an area or 1,920 acres for 
such period as he may decide, the length 
of which shall not exceed three times the 
breadth. Should the prospector discover 
oil In paying qnantlties. and satisfactorily 
establish such discovery, an area not ex¬ 
ceeding 040 acres. Including the oil well, 
will be sold to the prospector at th.* rate of 
$1 an acre, and the remainder of the tract 
reserved, namely, 1,280 acres, will be »«m 
at the rate of $3 an acre, subject to royalty 
at such rate as may be specified by Order 
In Connell.
